’ Kansas, Oklahoma, Nebraska, Missouri, a 
big part of Illinois, and in southern Iowa, 
and since the government figures were re- 
ceived there has been a week to ten days 
of the same kind of weather conditions that 
caused the damage. 
Other Crops Fare Better. 

Other crops that were practically matured 
before the last period of drought and heat 
have fared better than expected. 

Oats yield is placed at 1,028,000,000 bushels, 
which is a good crop, although 390,000,000 


bushels short of the abnormal yield of a ver 


ago, and does not differ much from the 
promise of last month. 925 

Wheat has turned out better than expected. 
the winter wheat yield exceeding that of a 
year ago by 111.000 000 bushels, and spring 
wheat yield was placed at 233,000,000 bushels, 
a gain of 15,000,000 bushels compared to a 
month ago, but the present prospect is for a 
spring wheat crop smaller by 97,000,000 
bushels than a year ago. 

Owing to the larger yields of winter wheat 
than expected, the total yield of wheat this 
year will be about 744,000,000 bushels, or 
14,000,000 bushels more than a year ago. 

The total production of the five leading 
cereals is placed at 4,.647.000.000 bushels. 
compared to 8.833. 000,000 bushels, or 886,000, - 
000 bushel less than was raised in 1912, the 
big losses in corn and oats bringing down the 


total. 

Kansas Loss 50 Points. 
ue condition of corn was placed at 75.8, 
against 86.9 a month ago and 80 a year ago. 
The big losses were in the southwest. Kan- 
sas, which has had the worst year on corn 
sings 1901, 1s given a condition of 30, or a loss 
of 50 points in a month. Lack of moisture 
and unprecedented hot winds ruined the 
Missouri shows a loss of 15 points, Ne- 
a 24 points, Illinois 11 points, Iowa 4 
a Oklahoma 48 points, and Indians 4 


Potato Yield Cut. 

The season has been a hard one on white 
potatoes and the yield has been cut from 
421,000.000 bushels last year to 339.000.000 
bushels this year. The hay yield. which is a 
big factor in making prices for corn and oats, 
is short of last year’s yield of 73,000,000 tons 
by 9.000 000 tons. Dry weather over a large 
area caused the losses in hay, as in oats and 
corn. The barley crop is placed at 168.000.000 
bushels, compared- to 224,000,000 bushels, 
showing a loss of 56,000,000 bushels compared 

to last year. .

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GOV. SULZER NEAR 
TO IMPEACHMENT 


New York Executive Shown to 
Have Bought Stocks with 
Campatgn Gifts, 


COMMITTEE GETS EVIDENCE 


New York, Aug. 8.—[Special.]—The first im- 
peachment of a governor that this state has 
ever known seems inevitable as the result of 
an astonishing series of blows at William 
Sulzer's reputation delivered in two tense 
hours before the Frawley committee at the 
city hall today. a 

Charges that just fell short of proof in 
earlier sessions—that the governor, in addi. 
tion to perjuring himself by swearing to an 
untruthful statement of campaign receipts, 
used part of those receipts in stock market 
speculation—were driven home by testimony 
deemed by the committee indisputable. 

The committee found itself so stuffed with 
evidence that it adjourned without hearing 
all the witnesses who were expected. It will 
meet in Albany on Monday afternoon tocon- 
alder the next step. On Monday night when 
the extra session of the legislature is re- 
sumed a report prepared by Fugene Lamb 
Richards Jr., the Frawley committee’s coun- 
gel, and covering all that the investigation 
has found out up to this time will be submit- 
ted to both houses. 


Report to Suggest Impeachment. 

No formal recommendation will accompany 
the report, as Chairman Frawley believes 
the committee is not so empowered, There 
is, however, good reason to believe the re- 
port itself will amount to a demand for im- 
peachment, and that after receiving it there 
will be nothing for the lower house to do 
but order that Gov. Sulzer be put on trial 
before the Court of Impeachment, which 
consists of the senate and the Court of Ap- 
peals sitting together. 

The Court of Appeals, now in recess, will 
not reconvene until next month. The gov- 
ernor’e trial, therefore, could not begin 
at once, 

Whether or not the Frawley committee 
will dig deeper into the relations between 
the governor's campaign checks and his ad- 
ventures with stockbrokers, is to be de- 
termined at the meeting on Monday after- 
noon. Probably it will not. The commit- 
tee has heard that the governor in his sworn 
statement failed to include twenty-five or 
thirty checks in addition to those already 
exhibited at the hearings, but all of them 
are for small sums. ; 


Sulzer Owed Brokers $56,987. 
Humiliating for the governor were today’s 
disclosures that he not only had such good 
financial standing that he was able to 


Jan. 1, 1012, when he was a representative 
in congress, but that he was a steady loser in 
the market. 

After sharp and uncomplimentary dunning 
by the brokers the payment of his debt was 
completed by h business partner, ex-Gov. 
A. E. Spriggs of Montana, who deposited 
$5,000 to the governor's account, and by 
Lieut. Commander Louis M. Josephthal, who 
came to the governor's rescue on July 19 of 
tis year by closing the Sulzer account with 
a payment of $26,740. Mr. Josephthal, who 
is head of the brokerage firm of Josephthal. 
Louchheim & Co., was the only member of 
Gov. Dix’s;staf! who wae appointed to the 
staff of Gov.

STOP SPARKING OF AUTOS 


The South Park commissioners yesterday 
voted to discontigue the experiment of park- 
ing automobiles in the center of Michigan 
avenue. They suggested no official alterna- 
tive, but several members said there is no 
objection to leaving machines in the vacant | 
space east of the Illinois Central tracks. 
The construction of an underground garage 
in Grant park, or any sort of a garage, will 
not be considered, several members said. 

After the meeting, John Barton Payne, 
president of the board, sent the following 
letter to J. Frank Foster, the superintendent: 

“The question of permitting automobiles 
to stand in Michigan avenue was discussed 
at the meeting of the commissioners’ today. 
It was found that opinions as to whether the 
experiment of permitting the cars to stand in 
Michigan avenue was successful differed. It 
was, however, unanimously concluded that 
the present method would be discontinued 
after Saturday, Aug. 16, 1913. 

“You are therefore instructed that be- 
ginning with Sunday, Aug. 17, the provisione 
of the municipal code of the South Park 
commissioners in relation to the regulation 
of traffic, rules of the road, etc., be strictly 
enforced. 


Charge Violation of Code. 

‘Complaint has been made that cars along 
Michigan avenue south of Twelfth street 
and on Jackson boulevard are allowed to 
stand in violation of the municipal code: 
that the policemen fail to do their duty in thie 
respect. Please see that the provisions of 
the code are enforced as to all persons, and 
that any officer failing in his duty be re 
ported to you.” 

“T have been opposed to the plan from 
the very start,“ said Charles L. Hutchinson. 
a member “It was a mistake all around 
We brought the other commissioners to our 
way of thinking by the experiment, that is all 
It was shown that many people simply left 
their cars there all day and that the men 
whose offices were on Michigan avenue often 
could find no place for their own machines. 

Mr. Hutchinson expressed himself strong- 
ly on the question of a garage in Grant park, 
owned either by the commissioners or by in- 
dividuals. 


Calls City Garage Country Idea. 

This is a metropolitan city, and we can- 
not put up with country ways,” he said. 
Nou can tie a horse to the curb in the coun- 
try and leave him there all way. But here 
we've got to consider the whole public, not 
the tiny part which the motorists make up. 
Any one who owns a machine should be able 
to pay 50 cents to @ garage company. We 
might as well give free gasoline as to give 
free storage in a municipal garage, even if it 
cost nothing. A free livery stable, such as 
ig built behind a country church, would be 
just as logical,” 

Former Judge Payne said he agreed with 
Mr. Hutchinson. 

Joseph Donnersberger was of much the 
same opinion. 


Plan Bathing Facilities. 

Some arrangement will be made, the com- 
missioners seid, to provide bathing facilities 
at Grant park. No action will be taken until 
next year. 

Mr. Payne said such a plan was under con- 
sideration, and cited the practice in New 
York and some foreign cities, where a float- 
ing tank ia used by bathers who do not care 
t ge inte deep water.” 


U. S. ACTS TO AVERT REBUFF 


GIGANTIC RALLY 
AGAINST WILSON 


Monster Massmeeting of Stu- 
dents Planned at Mexico 
City Sunday When En- 
voy Lind Arrives. 


OTHERS TO TAKE PART. 


Great Concourse in Approval of 
Republic's Course to Move 
Through Capital, Halt- 
ing for Speeches. 


Mexico City, Aug. 8.— What promises to 
be a gigantic demonstration of popular ap- 
proval of the attitude taken by President 
Huerta regarding the coming to Mexico of 
John Lind, President Wilson's personal rep- 
resentative, has been planned by the student 
element, led by their instructors, for next 
Sunday. 

The demonstration will not assume an anti- 
American character, it is stated, although the 
public generally finds difficulty in separat- 
ing the idea of anti-Americanism from pro- 
Huertaism as displayed in the attitude of 
Huerta toward the United States. 

It ie announced that the demonstration 
will be participated in not only by students 
but all classes of the people. The crowd will 
march through the streets, halting at con- 
venient places for speech making. It is be- 
lieved that there will be no difficulty in se- 
curing permission for the holding of the 
demonstration but that the authorities must 
be assured no violence will be committed. 


May Take Extreme Step. 

No new official declaration affecting the 
attitude of the government toward Mr. Lind 
was made today, but there is some reason 
to believe that the government is seriously 
considering going to the length of not per- 
mitting Mr. Wilson's representative to land 
At Vera Crus. : 

Nelson „ O'Shaughnessy, the American 
| chargé @ affaires, acting under the instruc- 
tions of Secretary of State Bryan, again 
today reassured tke foreign office of the 
friendly character of Mr. Lind's visit, reiter- 
ating in substance the previous note of Mr. 
Bryan in which Mexico was requested to 
reserve judgment until the arrival of Mr. 
Lind. 


Lind’s Instructions Unknown. 

The alarming character given the mission 
of Mr. Lind was attributed to sensational 
newspaper reports, Mr. O’Shaughnessy said, 
and he added that not even the embassy in 
Mexico City had been advised as to the char- 
acter of Mr. Lind’s instructions. 

Mr. Lind will not arrive in Mexico City bo- 
fore Bunday. 

Federico Gamboa, the new head of the for- 
eign office, arrived here tonight from Bel- 
gium, where he was minister for Mexico. 
Manuel Gerza Aldape, minister of instruc- 
tions, who has been acting foreign minister, 
probably will be transferred to the depart- 
ment of Fomento. 


Press Supports Huerta. 

The press of the Mexican capital today 
continued its discussion of Provisional! Pres- 
ident Huerta’s note to Secretary of State 
Bryan, declaring that the presence of John 
Lind in Mexico would be undesirable unless 
he brought with him recognition by the 
United States of the present Mexican gov- 
ernment. 

The newspapers unanimously applaud Pro- 
visional President Huerta and support their 
criticism of President Wilson's policy by 
publishing extracts from American news- 
papers in which President Wilson is attacked. 

There is a noticeable lack of the vicious 
anti-Americanism which usually attends die- 
cussions of the warmth of the present one, 
and thé opinion appears prevalent here, ac- 
cording to the expressions of the newspapers, 
that President Wilson does not represent the 
spirit of the people of the United States in 
the policy he is pursuing. 


Lind’s Mission a Blunder. 

The independente in an editorial entitled 
„The Psychology of Wilson,” says that the 
sending of John Lind to Mexico has been 
a blunder, and is so recognized by the press 
of the United States. 

The Mexican newspapers, both those 
printed in English and those in Spanish, re- 
flect the approval by Americans in the Mexi- 
can capital of Provisional President Huerta’s 
stand. 


JAPS AMONG FEDERAL TROOPS. 

El Paso, Tex., Aug. 8.—Ten Japanese sol- 
diers were among the force of Gen. Inez Bal- 
azar, sent south from the border this after- 
noon to guard a work train which Gen. Fran- 
ciseo Castro, garrison commander in Juarez, 
says will repair the track and telegraph line 
of the Mexican National railroad from the 
scene of Tuesday's battle with the constitu- 
tionalist forces near Rancheria.

Must Receive Proposals. 

Huerta’s position has been that he will ig 
nore the president’s personal representative 
unless properly accredited.

Naturally Gen. Huerta has come to look

Peace the Chief Aim. 

As a matter of fact, Mr. Lind is not to ask 
Gen. Huerta’s resignation. He is to repre- 
gent to him the imperative necessity of the 
restoration of peace and order and the will- 
ingness of the United States to aid in this 
beneficial purpose. It can be brought about 
in the judgment of the administration here 
through impartial elections in which this 
government will endeavor to induce the rev- 
olutionists to participate. 

Preliminary to these elections and to as- 
sure the success of the negotiations, Presi- 
dent Huerta will be urged to consent to an 
armistice. 

Huerta declares he will not deal with the 
revolutionists. Moreover, the fact must not 
be lost sight of that if the Huerta adminis- 
tration fails to control the elections already 

called for October, there is a chance that 
some one other than Felix Diaz, the choice 
rf Huerta, will be named. Finally, Huerta 


believes that he can gain a tremendous pop-. 


ularity through an appeal to Mexican patri- 
otism by defiance of the threatened American 
danger. 

His course is based upon a knowledge of 
Mexican hostility to the Gringo nation 
which sixty years ago despoiled their coun- 
try of an empire. 


Ready to War if It Comes. 

President Wilson shrinks from military in- 
tervention. At the same time, preparations 
have been made for such action. Secretary 
of the Navy Daniels saw the president and 
later Mr. Bryan during the day, possibly 
with reference to instructing the New Hamp- 
shire, bearing Mr. Lind, to delay its arrival at 
Vera Cruz. Counsellor Moore of the state de- 
partment had an hour’s conference with Act- 
ing Secretary of War Breckinridge and Act- 
ing Chief of State Wotherspoon. Subsequent- 
ly, Mr. Bryan went to the office of Mr. Moore. 

The delicate character of the Mexican sit- 
uation may be increased by congressional 
agitation. President Wilson is doing every- 
thing he can to prevent inflammatory 
speeches or action, and is urging congress to 
trust him, assuring the senators and mem- 
bers whom he has seen of his confidence that 
the Lind mission will prove successful. In 
any event, he wants a chance to make good. 


To Discuss Defiant Answer. 

In spite of the president's solicitation, a 
meeting of the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee has been called for tomorrow for the 
purpose of discussing the defiant attitude of 
Huerta. Senator Overman said today that 
Mr. Lind had gone to Mexico to get infor- 
mation as the president’s personal represen- 
tative, adding: 


“The refusal of Huerta to see him would 


geem to n#ke the situation look serious.“ 

#enator Borah expressed the opinion that 
Huerta could not pursue any other course 
than that he has adopted. Mr. Lind.“ he 
said, “was sent to Mexico for the ostensible 
purpose of seeing that Huerta should re- 
sign. Huerta would have shown himself 
without knowledge of the first principles of 
diplomacy had he taken any other course 
than to refuse to receive Mr. Lind.” 


Inform Powers of Plan. 

It was announced here today that immedi- 
ately upon the presentation of the president’s 
pacification plan to Gen. Huerta, it would be 
communicated to all the powers of Europe 
and Latin America. This program is in- 
tended to show foreign governments that the 
United States is not indifferent to the Mexi- 
can situation, and also to inform them of 
what we propose to do, in the hope they will 
‘exert moral pressure upon Huerta in favor 
of the aeceptance of the American proposals. 

Huerta is undoubtedly aware of the inten- 
tions of the United States, and it has In- 
creased his resentment. The Mexican em- 
bassy here has received dispatches from 
Mexico City to the effect that President 
Huerta is tired of having President Wilson 
send unofficial envoys to investigate the 
standing of the Huerta régime and to dig 
into the domestic politics}of the country. 


Lind the Third Emissary. 

First, the president sent William Bayard 
Hale, then Secretary Bryan dispatched Reg- 
inald Del Valle, and now Mr. Lind is on his 
way. Such a proceeding, it is declared, nec- 
essarily encourages revolt, and it is regarded 
as unbecoming the head of a presumably 
friendly state and a reflection upon the gov- 
ernment and independence of the Mexican 
people. 

There is some anxiety her® as to the safety 
of Mr. and Mrs. Lind. The belligerent state- 
ments issued by Huerta are certain to inflame 
the Mexican rabble, and the president's spe- 
cial representative may be subjected to in- 
sult if not to violence. It is believed Huerta 
will arrange to provide police protection. 


Outlook Seems Hopeless. 

It is predicted here tonight that the meas- 
wres adopted by the administration to mol- 
ufy Huerta will not have the slightest effect.

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INNEAPOLIS, Minn., Aug. 2 
olal.I-A man who hereabouts is 
called ot the Abraham Lincoln 
type, homely, but with the pleasing 
kind of homeliness, simple and 
straightforward, is John Lind, a former gov- 
ernor of Minnesota, native of Sweden, now. 
about to enter Mexico as President Wilson's 
special emissary. Huerta’s insulting threat 
has increased the interest in Lind’s mission. 


Probably there is no man in Minnesota 


or in the whole northwest who is nearer 


the people or who enjoys in as great a de- 
gree their absolute confidence,”’ said a law- 
yer partner of the envoy in discussing Mr. 

Lind's character. 

Lind’s manner is direct; there are no two 
ways of interpreting his convictions. And 
he carries conviction of honesty and sin- 
cerity of purpose. Lind can be firm without 
giving offense, he has excellent powers of 
discriminating the essential from the trivia! 
and is endowed with sound judgment and an 
earnest, sympathetic nature. 

The news dispatches intimated that Lind 
might be the next United States ambassador 
to Mexico. Lind, however, is beyond the 
stage of personal ambition. He is serving in 
his present capacity because he believes it 
his duty to do so. Lind will not be the next 
United States ambassador to Mexico, nor 
will he hold office again. 

He is content to devote himself to the 
practice of law in Minneapolis. He declined 
nomination for the governorship of Minne- 
sota in 1908, and also declined to run for 
United States senator from Minnesota in 
1910 and 1912. 

Mr. Lind is president of the board of re- 
gents of the University of Minnesota and 
believes that he can do much good in that 
position. It was only through his sense of 
public duty and the urgency of the case that 
he was induced to undertake the Mexican 
mission. 
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Mr. Lind does not speak Spanish, though 
he is familiar with French and German. 
Probably the reason for Lind’s selection for 
the difficult duties of special envoy of the 
president of the United States to the trou- 
blesome southern republic was the friend- 
ship of Secretary of State Bryan and the 
latter’s confidence in the Minnesotan's judg- 
ment and ability to actina crisis. Lind and 
Bryan served in congress together and dur- 
ing that time and since have been the best 
of friends. Bryan never comes to Minneap- 
olis but that he stays at the home of the for- 
mer governor. Bryan has an intimate knowl- 


edge of what Lind can do and this was the 
reason he urged President Wilson to appoint * 


him.

Lind's destinies apparently were shaped 


by an accident, the explosion of a gun in 


his earlier years, which deprived him of his 
left hand. He was born on a farm in 
Sweden. His birthplace is Kanna, in the 
province of Small and where he first saw 
the light of day, March 25, 1854. When he 
was 13 years old he came to America with 
his parents, and they settled on a farm in 
Goodhue county, Minn, It was here the ac- 
cident deprived him of his hand. This ne- 
cessitated his having an education, which

school three years and entered the uni- 
versity in 1875.

They almost shut the door in your 
face. They don't know anything about the 
woman's movement and don't care to know. 

„There are a number of foreign born wom- 
en who do not understand the language and 
consequently are not aware that they can 
vote. We met some women who have Voted 
in other states where the equal suffrage law 
is used, and they all said they Were eager 
to vote again. 


Many Eager for Ballot. 

„ On the whole we find that a large per- 
centage of the women are going to cast 
the ballot at the next election. Many are 
eager to know all about civic affairs, and 
will join our classes at the earliest moment 
possible.“

“MURDER VICTIM” FOUND. 


Daughter Supposéd to Have 
Been Slain. Will Pe gur.

A complaint charging John Grady, hotel 
chef, living at 121 East Twenty-fifth street, 
with the murder of his common law wife, 
Mrs. Nellie Hausman-Grady, who b 
missing for twenty-two months, was signed 
last night at the Cottage Grove avenus ~«* 
tion by Mrs. Emma Reynick, a sister of the 
missing woman. 

Grady will be booked this morning as the 
result of finding a tea cup full of alleged 
human bones, a number of half burned hair- 
pins, and parts of a woman's corset in the 
furnace at the Grady home. 

When the police started investigating the 
case they learned her daughter by a former 
marriage, Grace Connell, also was missing, 
but the daughter was reported found dur- 
ing the day and today will be questioned. 


Taken Into Cystody on Wednesday. 

Grady was taken in custody on Wednes- 
day night because he could not explain to the 
Satisfaction of the police what became of 
these two Women. They were last seen about 
the Grady home in December, 1911. Grady 
explained to a Cottage Grove avenue police 
lieutenant that the daughter never lived at 
the Grady home on Twenty-fifth street, and 
that he supposed his common law wife 
simply had tired of him and gone away with 
some one else. 

But the fact he ignored several letters of 
inquiry from his reputed wife's sister, Mrs. 
Edna Reynick of Cincinnati, and failed to 
report the disappearance to the police was 
held against him, and when Mrs. Reynick 
arrived in Chicago to make a personal in- 
vestigation Grady was taken in custody. 

The police also considered it strange Grady 
should remain the sole occupant of that 
eight room house all these months. On 
Thursday they ransacked the premises and 
also did some digging. They found some 
garments stained with little spots of blood. 


Maintains Cheerful Attitude. 

Grady maintained a cheerful attitude de- 
spite the fact he has been subjected to many 
interviews by police and newspaper men.

It 
is a human bone.“ 

„Impossible. I burned the old corsets, the 
garters, and the pocketbooks with a lot of 
other rubbish, but I didn’t burn Nellie. She 
just left me; that’s all.“

The other transcript showed how this stock 
was paid for by eight checks and currency. 

The first check,“ said Mr. Richards, look- 
ing at the transcript, is a check by Wil- 
liam Sulzer for $800. The second check is 
one by Theodore Myers for $1,000.”’ 

Next, Mr. Reynolds identified the John 
Lynn check for $500, also indorsed by Boyer, 
Griswold & Co., and paid by the Bank of the 
Manhattan company, although the transcript 
read Lyons instead of Lynn.“ The 
other payments by Mr. Colwell for the stock 
were made by these checks, identified by the 
witness: Lyman Spalding, $100; Edward F.

Reform Move. 


(BY A STAFF CORRDSPON DENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 8.—[Special.]— 
The conference of western bankers with 
Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo today 
was productive not only of an agreement on 
the deposit of the funds for the crops, but of 
developments of tremendous significance in 
connection with the enactment of the pending 
currency legislation. 

By a vote of 29 to 2 the members of the 
delegation, representing the principal finan- 
cial institution of the middle west, signified 
that they would support immediate passage 
of the Glass-Owen bill, provided one con- 
cession is made. That concession is a modi- 
fication of the reserve requirements for coun- 
try banks and for reserve.cities. 

Following the discussion of the crop fund 
deposits, Secretary McAdoo, Asgigtant Sec- 
retary Williams, and Senator Owen, chalr- 
man of the senate banking committee, spent 
three hours debating the changes which. 
the bankers think should be made in the bill 

It finally became apparent that the modi- 
fication of the reserve geovisions is the one 
amendment upon which the bankers are in- 
sistent and without which they will be loath 
to join the regional reserve associations. 


Government Officials Yield. 

The government officials admitted that 
they virtually were convinced of the wisdom 
of the modification proposed, and Senator 
Owen plainly intimated that such action 
probably will be taken by the senate commit- 
tee even if the change should not be made 
in the house. Then he asked the bankers 
whether they would favor immediate paseage 
of the bill if this concession were made, and 
asked for a vote on the question. All but 
two bankers answered in the affirmative. 

This result agreeably surprised the ad- 
ministration officials, who began to see vis- 
ions of an early and harmonious passage of 
the measure. The plan now is to have the 
change desired by the bankers made in the 
bill in the house unlesg radical opposition 
develops menacing strength. 

Otherwise the amendment will be effected 
in the senate and approved by the conference 
committee. The administration now is confi- 
dent that the bill cam be passed about Oct. 1. 

George M. Reynolds, president of the Conti- 
nental and Commercial National bank of 
Chicago, the second largest institution in the 
country, was the dean of the assemblage of 
bankers. He did most of the talking for 
the delegation. and he did it straight from 
the shoulder, giving the government officials 
concrete examples of the effect which the 
provisions of the bill in its present form would 
have on the banking business. 


Reynolds Hits Reserve Feature. 

Mr. Reynolds said that the proposed reserve 
requirements would result in severely jarring 
the entire banking system of the country and 
that the trouble might be eerlous. Moreover, 
he expressed doubts that many banks would 
care to join the organization proposed on the 
terms of the reserve requirements. 

The bankers asked specifically that the 18 
per cent reserve requirement for country 
banks be reduced to 12 per cent.

SPLIT PERILS TRADES COUNCIL | 


10,000 Painters Withdraw Be- 
cause of O'Donnell Contract. 


MANY OTHERS MAY QUIT. 
Ironworkers and Plasterers Object to 
Deal with Newspaper. 


Internal strife threatens to disrupt the 
Building Trades’ council. 

Because Simon O'Donnell, president of the 
organization, and seyeral other leaders re- 
cently signed a contract with ‘the Building. 
Construction Employers’ association 10,000 
union painters withdrew their support from 
the council yesterday. Their action, it is 
said, may be followed by the withdrawal of 
25,000 structural ironworkers and 4,000 plas- 
terers next week. The reason for the ruc- 
tion is said to be that the contract is not 
acceptable to these men. 

The structural iron workers and plasterers. 
do not object to the contract with the em- 
ployers’ association, it is said, but they op- 
pose the agreement entered into by St mos 
O’Donnell with a morning newspaper to 
issue a “ special union” edition. Although 
it was not eo stated by the painters in their 
formal withdrawal, they are also said to op- 
pose the action of O'Donnell, who has agreed 
to act as editor in chief of the special 
unlon edition. 

At the first meeting of the Chicago Fed - 
eration of Labor following the action of 
President O Donnell the special union ”’ 
edition was condemned in strong terms by 
several speakers. : 

Since that time many local unions have 
condemned the contract made by O’Donnell 
‘te issue the special union edition.“ 

The situation reached a crisis last night 
when O'Donnell attempted to gavel” out 
of order a delegate who attempted protest 
‘against the alliance of the Building Trades 
council with the special edition.“ 


NONMILITANTS MEET ASQUITH. 


British Premier Discusses Suffrage 
and Says People Must Decide on 
Giving Women Vote, 


LONDON, Aug. 8.—Premier Asquith dis- 
cussed woman suffrage today with Mrs. Mil- 
licent Fawcett, president of the National 
Union of Woman's Suffrage Societies, and 
her nonmilitant colleagues. 

The premier complimented his visitors on 
their constitutional methods, which, he said,

“ The fina] word on woman suffrage,” said

holy father in the near future, the cardinal 
asserted, 


On. Way to Milwaukee. 

The cardinal arrived in the morning on his 
way to Milwaukee to attend the convention 
of the Federated Catholic Societies. He was 
met at the station by Archbishop Quigley, 
Bishop E. N. Dunne of Peoria, Bishop Dennis 
O’Connell of Richmond, Va., and the Rev. 
Edward F. Hoban, chancellor of Chicago. 

He embraced the archbishop and the two 
bishops, and was driven to the residence of 
the archbishop at 1555 North State street, 
where the banquet was served. 

There were twenty two guests, including

ick of Chicago, the Very Rev. A. J. Thiele, 
the Very Rev. M. J. Fitzsimmons, the Rey.

Marvels at Changes in Chicago. 

The cardinal had not been in Chicago since 
the world's fair, and marveled at the’ 
changes.

become a wonderful city.“ 

“The city has grown,“ he said, not 
alone in a material sense, but also in a men- 
tal, moral, spiritual Way.

I shall speak at the Milwaukee conven- 
tion, and if the subject of socialism comes 
up I shall oppose it. Socialism is a danger 
which menaces the country, a danger which 
must be fended off.

LONDON AHEAD OF CHICAGO IN 
TRAFFIC HANDLING: SAYSBLAIR 


Traction Man, Back from Europe, 
Makes Comparisons, Unflattering 
to This City. 


Need ot reform in traffic regulations as a 
first step toward improving surface traction 
facilities was pointed out yesterday by 
Henry A. Blair of the Chicago Railways and 
Chicago Elevated Railways companies, back 
from a short Europepan trip. He based his 
remarks on comparison with London traf- 
fic management, His comparison was not 
flattering to. Chicago. 

The secret of the success of London is: 
allowing swift vehicles to speed through the 
streets lies in perfect control,“ he said. The 
slow vehicles are kept at the curbs and each 
class keeps in itg place. Moreover, there is 
no crossing save at regular crossings, and 
the man who gets in the way of a vehicle 
where he has no right to be is arrested. 

I the authorities would help us in keep- 
ing wagons off the car tracks the street cars 
would make vastly better time, and the pat- 
rons would not be blaming the companies fo1 
what the companies cannot prevent. London 
is far ahead of us, chiefly because when an 
improvement is seen desirable it is made, and 
years are not wasted talking about it.“

Prof. J. M. Powis Smith Recon- 
structs Romance of Hosea 
and Gomer. 


BLACKENS WOMAN’S NAME 


Declares Prophet Married Her in 
Order to Discipline His 
People, 


» * 


Smash goes another time honored romance. 
Enter grim e into the biblical tale of 
Hosea, prophet of Israel, and Gomer, daugh- 
ter of Diblaim, his wife, of frivolous memory. 

Prof. J. M. Powis Smith of the University 
of Chicago divinity school has investigated 
the marital experiences of Hosea and Gomer 
in the light of scientific scholarship and has 
removed the whitewash with which leaders 
in divinity haye coated the story. His con- 
clusions, given in an article on The Mar- 
riage of Hosea in the August number of the 
Biblical World, issued yesterday by the Uni- 
versity of Chicago press, are intended te 
banish Gomer from the list of heroines of 
history. 

Reconstructs Bible Story. 

On the basis of a study of the text, Prof. 
Smith reconstructs the Bible story as fol- 
lows: 

Hosea, a prophet already burdened with a 
sense of his people's. sin, felt himself called 
upon by Yahweh to marry a lewd woman, to 
the end that through such a marriage he 
might open the eyes of Israel to the enormity 
of its offense in being disloyal to Yahweh, its 
rightful lord. In ‘pursuance of this convic- 
tion, Hosea bought Gomer, a woman living ip 
public shame with her paramour. 
But he at once placed her under re- 
straint, denying her association with himself 
as well as with others and seeking by such 
discipline to fit her for her position as his wife. 


Mother of Three Children. 
After this period of restraint for Gomer, 
she was taken by Hosea into his home and: 
became the mother of three children. Each 
of these in succession was given a prophetic 
name and, like Isaiah's children, became a 
walking sermon to Israel just as the inst

Asserts Study of Bible. 
Hurts Sunday Schools. 


HAT the present system of Bible study in 
the Sunday schools today not only is un- 
“necessary for the moral and spiritual de- 
velopment of the child, but also tends to 
make the religious instruction in ithe 
schools unpopular, both among the pupils and 
teachers, is the belief of Associate Prof. Clyde 
Weber Votaw of the University of Chicago, as 
expressed in a lecture before the Sunday school 
institute yesterday in Haskell Assembly hall at 
the University of Chicago. 

“Several years ago it was beliéved a %ys- 
tematic and historical study of the Bible was 
the ideal method of instruction in jhe Sunday 
school,” said Prof. Votaw. “ This, however, has 
proved impractical and gradually is being abana- 
doned. 

“It was thought if the child of high sengol 
age was given a thorough historical study cf 
the Bible the moral and religious growth would 
follow naturally. The young men and women 
of today do not think or live as did the pe ole 
of 1,800 years ago, and in the Sunday school 
they are more interested in discussing their 
own problems and the problems of today -han 
in memorizing and repeating names of men 
dead for hundreds of years. As a result, »oth 
teachers and pupils become dissatisfied with 
their work, and the result is the disintegration 
of the Sunday school.” 

Prof. Votaw said the problem of social service 
and an active discussion of various present day 
questions will prove a far greater aid in devel- 
oping the moral and spiritual character of our 
youth than the mere study of Bible history. He 
says the Bible may be well used and brougnt 
into such discussions to keep the pupils on the 
right track, but insists it is not the exclusive 
means of promoting the moral and spiritual 
welfare of American youth.

At present by far the great majority of the 
Sunday schools of the country,” he said, are 
not well enough equipped to perform their work 
to the highest degree of efficiency.” 

Prof. Votaw also thinks the Sunday school is 
mistaken in following methods used in the nome 
in dealing with boys and girls between the ages 
of 14 and 17. He believes the Sunday school 
should follow the example of the high school 
and tréat the young people as individuals in- 
stead of dominating them and putting them ina 
dependent position as the home does.
